f. General Snith suggested, with respect to the five percent 
personne] reducticn in -he Service Agencies, that every effort should 
ve moc to retein within the intelligence community qualified personnel 
who mighc be released under the cut. This might be done either by 
CTA and the Department of State hiring them or perhaps by souehow 
assisting the service intelligence agencies to continue to have the 
benefit of the services of such personnel. 
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
